AN ACT
To enact Code of Criminal Procedure Art. 65.1, relative to district attorneys; to provide for
the unlawful representation of alocal governmental entity; to provide relative to
certain officers; and to provide for related matters.
Be it enacted by the Legidature of Louisiana
Section 1. Code of Criminal Procedure Art. 65.1 is hereby enacted to read as
follows:

Art.65.1. Privatepracticer epr esentation of local gover nmental entity unlawful

It isunlawful for thedistrict attorney or any assistant district attor ney,

of the sixteenth judicial district, or their law partnersto engagein the private

practice of representing or assisting in the representation of any local

gover nmental entity which isrepresented by thedistrict attor ney's office.

DIGEST

Proposed law prohibit the district attorney and any assistant district attorney, of the 16"
judicial district, or their law partners to engage in the private practice of representing or
assisting in the representation of any local governmental entity when the district attorney's
officeisthelegal representative to the local governmental entity.

Effective August 15, 2010.
